On Aoril 5 , 1967 , "The New York Times", on Dage 1, 
carried an article captioned "Dr. King Proposes A Boycott 
of Uar" . The article reported that King had a news conference 
in New York City on April 1967 , during; which time he called 
on negroes and "all white people of good will" to boycott 
the Vietnam war by b.-'coming conscientious objectors to 
military service 



Later, the article noted. King addressed an overflow 
crowd of more than 3,000 persons at Riverside Church, during 
which he described the American Government as the "greatest^ 
purveyor of violsnce in the world today". JUC"^

In his address, sponsored by the Clergy and Laymen

"The recognition that the national Liberation Front 
has substantial support in South Vietnam and must therefore 
play a role in any meaningful negotiations and in any fntj/ce 
Vietnam Government. ^2- 

"The establishrient of a date on which the United 
States will renove all foreicrn troops from VietnaTiL/ln 
accordance with the Geneva Agreement of 1954." 

In tracing the course of American involvement in 
Vietnam, the article quotes King assaying that the United 
States w=is on the wronf side of a vrorld revolution and urrjed 
that United States leaders admit "that have been>e^ong from 
the beginning of our adventure in Vietnam". 3^ 
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In describing the Clergy and Laymen Concerned About 
Vietnam, the article in "The New York Times" said it was 
formed in 1966 and that it has about 5,000 to 6,000 members 
throughout the country. The bi-racial interfaith ^roup has 
urged the United States Government to cease bombing North 
Vietnam and to reduce the fighting in South Vietnam to , . ^ 
create a climate for peace talks to end the Vietnam war as*-^ 
quickly as possible.

The April 4, 1963, "issue of 'The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Vixglnia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or ''National Socialism*' In 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL'S 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the GeorgeM 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that ANP-WUFENS was 
organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1956, as an international "National 
Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party beaded by Adolf 
Hitler. Re added that ROCKWELL Is the dominant force and personality

According to the *'Stormtrooper *s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses";

open housing agreement which had been reached in August, 1966,

tions could be expected in Chicago in the future. He stated 
that schools in the Chicago area generally must be more completely 
desegregated and indicated that marches by Negro students from 
all Negro schools to all white schools might be expected to 
spotlight the school problems* He noted that Cicero, Illinois, 
has a reputation of flouting Itself as a segregated community, 
and remarked that demonstrations of necessity might be held in 
Cicero during the coming summer. 



Concerning King's press conference on March 24, 1967, 
the "Chicago Tribune," a daily Chicago newspaper, contained an 
article in its March 25, 1967, edition. The article noted 
Kingfe criticism of the city administration generally to live 
up to the open housing agreement arrived at last summer, and 
bis comment that it was clear to him that city agencies have 
not upheld their commitments in connection with the open housing 
pact. 

King specifically had charged that the Chicago 
Housing Authority, the Department of Urban Renewal and the 
Chicago Commission on Human Relations had reneged on the 
agreement and have "given credence to the apostles of social 
disorder who proclaimed the housing agreement a sham and a 
batch of false promises. 

"I have about reached the conclusion that it will 
be necessary to participate in massive demonstrations to 
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dramatize the problems and the failure of the city." King 
^ ^ emphasized that the demonstrations would be "much more massive 

and much more determined" than those held in the summer of 
1966, King denied charges leveled against him the previous 
day by Chicago's Mayor Richard J, Daley that recent statements 
; made by him, King, were political in nature. He stated that 

be did not hold Mayor Daley personally responsible for the 
alleged lack of cooperation by city agencies, but stated 

, .the city administration is as responsible as the agencies.

King stated that the civil rights program in Chicago 
^ must be carried into Chicago's suburbs this summer. He compared 

Cicero, Illinois, with Selma, Alabama, and called Cicero "the 
^ symbol of resistance to open housing ip the Chicago area. We 

;:saidlast summer that we had only postponed our march into Cicero, 
I think it is absolutely necessary for us to march into Cicero 
this summer." 

King stated that all efforts of the SCLC would be 
centered In Chicago this summer and that in addition to open 
housing, the SCLC and other representatives of the Chicago 
Freedom Movement (CFM) would concentrate on 6m.ploymenti slum 
conditions and education, as pertaining to the Negro minority 
here. When questioned about marching Negro students to all 
. white high schools in Chicago, he stated, "I see no answer to 

] the school segregation problem other than demonstrations. We 

will have to bring the issue to the streets."

open housing pact would be implemented. 

Cook, in a press conference held on March 24, 1967, 
at 155 North Wacker Drive, Council headquarters, branded King's 
warning made that same day that Chicago and Cicero may face 
"more massive" demonstrations during the coming summer as a 
"negative statement." He stated that talk of "marches, demonstra- 
tions, a possible riot and bloodshed has a tendency to uncork 
the bottle." He advised that he was not aware of King's motiva- 
tion for these remarks, but felt that his comments did not help 
the situation. He commended the cooperation given him by local 
civil rights leaders on the Council, but in connection with 
criticisms made by representatives of the CFM of the implementa- 
tion of the open housing accord, described CFX1 charges as "a 
breach of faith."

NEGRO CONTRACTORS HAVE BEEN DENIED MANY MAJOR OPPORTUNITIES, 
PARTICULARLY IN THE PUBLIC SPHERE.

THIS PROGRAM, WHICH WILL REHABILITATE SOME 500 FAMILY-

BUILDINGS IN LAWNDALE AND EAST GARFIELD PARK HA VING SOME

IN CONNECTION WITH OUR REHABILITATION PLANS, WE ARE

I WILL NOT HERE ATTEMPT TO GO INTO THE DETAILS OF THE 
REPORT, BUT I MUST EXPRESS OUR SWELLING DISILLUSIONMENT WITH 
THE FOOT-DRAGGING, NEGATIVE ACTIONS OF AGENCIES SUCH AS THE 
CHICAGO HOUSING AUTHORITY, DEPARTMENT OF URBAN RENEWAL, AND 
THE COMMISSION ON HUIMAN RELATIONS.

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IT APPEARS THAT FOR ALL INTENTS AND PURPOSES, THE PUBLIC

ONE QUESTIONS WHETHER ANY GOOD END COULD POSSIBLY COME 
FROM SO EVIL A MEANS. CERTAINLY, WITH THE HORROR OF WAR SO 
NEAR AT HAND, INTELLIGENT MEN SHOULD CLEARLY SEE THAT 
THERE CAN BE NO VICTORY FOR HUMANITY THROUGH THIS 
CALCULATED INHUMANITY. THE ONLY VICTORY POSSIBLE THROUGH 
THIS KIND OF SLAUGHTER ON BOTH S3ES IS THE VICTORY OF EVIL 
OVER GOOD. THE QUESTION OF WHICH SIDE IS IN THE RIGHT IS 
MOOT INDEED. 

LET US EXAMINE THE VIEW THAT WE ARE FIGHTING FOR 
FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY IN VIETNAM. 

A BRIEF LOOK AT THE BACKGROUND AND HISTORY OF THIS 
WAR REVEALS WITH BRUTAL CLARITY THE UGLINESS OF OUR POLICY*, 
THE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE PROCLAIMED THEIR OWN INDEPENDENCE 
IN 1945 AFTER A COMBINED FRENCH AND JAPANESE OCCUPATION, 
AND BEFORE THE COMMUNIST REVOLUTION IN CHINA. THEY WERE 
LED BY THE NOW WELL-KNOWN HO CHI MINH, WHO HAD LED HIS 
PEOPLE'S RESISTANCE AGAINST THE JAPANESE. EVEN THOUGH THEY 



QUOTED THE AM](" '.CAN DECLARATION OF INfaE'"):NDENCE IN THEIR 
OWN DOCUMENT OF FREEDOM, WE REFUSED TO RECOGNIZE THEM. 
INSTEAD^ WE DECIDED TO SUPPORT FRANCE IN ITS RE-CONtJUEST 
OF HER FORMER CD LONY . 

PRESIDENT TRUMAN FELT THEN THAT THE VIETNAMESE 
PEOPLE WERE NOT »'READY" FOR INDEPENDENCE, AND WE AGAIN 
FELL VICTIM TO THE DEADLY WESTERN ARROGANCE THAT HAS 
POISONED THE INTERNATIONAL ATMOSPHERE FOR SO LONG. WITH 
THAT TRAGIC DECISION, WE REJECTED A REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT 
SEEKING SELF-DETERMINATION, AND A GOVERNMENT THAT HAD 
BEEN ESTABLISHED NOT BY CHINA (FOR WHOM THE VIETNAMESE 
HAVE NO GREAT LOVE), BUT BY CLEARLY INDIGENOUS FORCES 
THAT INCLUDED SOME COMMUNISTS. BUT WE SHOULD REMEMBER 
THAT THE GOVERNMENTS OF VIRTUALLY ALL OUR ALLIES IN 
WESTERN EUROPE HAVE ALSO AT TIMES INCLUDED SOME COMMUNBTS. 

FOR NINE YEARS FOLLOWING 1945 WE DENIED THE PEOPLE 
OF VIETNAM THE RIGHT TO INDEPENDENCE. FOR NINE YEARS WE 
VIGOROUSLY SUPPORTED THE FRENCH IN THEIR ABORTIVE EFFORT 
TO RE- COLONIZE VIETNAM. 

BEFORE THE END OF THE WAR WE WERE MEETING 80% OF THE 
FRENCH WAR COSTS. EVEN BEFORE THE FRENCH WERE DEFEATED 
AT DIENBIEN PHU, THEY BEGAN TO DESPAIR OF THEIR RECKLESS 
ACTION, BUT WE DID NOT. WE ENCOURAGED THEM WITH OUR HUGE 
FINANCIAL AND MILITARY SUPPLIES TO CONTINUE THE WAR EVEN 
AFTER THEY HAD LOST THE WILL. 



DURING PERIOD UNITED STATES GCJRNMENTAL' ' 

OFFICIALS BEGAN TO BRAINWASH THE AMERICAN PUBLIC.- JOHN 
FOSTER DULLES ASSIDUOUSLY SOUGHT TO PROVE THAT INDO- CHINA 
WAS ESSENTIAL TO OUR SECURITY AGAINST THE CHINESE COMMUNIST 
PERIL. WHEN A NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT OF THE WAR WAS 
REACHED IN 1954, THROUGH THE GENEVA ACCORD, IT WAS DONE 
AGAINST OUR WILL. AFTER DOING ALL THAT WP COULD TO

WITH APPROVAL AS HE ENGAGED IN RUTHLESS AND BLOODY 
PERSECUTION OF ALL OPPOSITION FORCES, WHEN DIEM'S INFAMOUS 
ACTIONS FINALLY LED TO THE FORMATION OF THE NATIONAL 
LIBERATION FRONT, THE AMERICAN PUBLIC WAS DUPED INTO 
BELIEVING THAT THE CIVIL REBELLION WAS BEING WAGED BY 
PUPPETS FROM HANOI. AS DOUGLAS PIKE WROTE : "IN HORROR,

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On March 25, 1967^ a confidential source who 
has furnished reliable information in the past^ advised that 
he had learned that Martin Luther King €u:id Stanley Levlson 
were in conference on that date . Their contact was iix 
regard to matters pertinent to the SCIC, ^ 

Levlson was very concerned over King's involvement 
in anti-Vietnam war activities and in particular^ the effect 
it will have on the SCLC. Levison had in mind King's decision 
to participate in the April 15^ 1967. anti-war demonstration 
to be hell in New York City (NYC) outside the United Nations 
(UN| headquarters. In elaborating, Levison pointed out 
that the SCLC had to bear in mind that in the fund raising 
letters >dilch it had sent out, no mention was ever made of 
the peace issue fiind no request was made for money for peace 
activities Levison was of the opinion that King wou2jij.be 
,asked by the press to explain why that was not done ^ 

< King was of the opinion that something should be 

sent to SCLC contributors explaining that his involvement 
Cin peace activities was a matter of personal conscience on ^ 
Nhis part and that as an organization, the SCLC is basically S 
I committed to civil rights activities, and that It does not^ 
use any of. Its funds for peace activities •

Levlson was in agreement with King's suggestion 
and commented that contributions to the SCLC had not fallen 
off as a consequence of King*6 recent statements on the 
Vietnam war. Levison's apprehension over King's decision 
to get involved was not due to any specific criticism or 
loss of funds hut instead, was anticipatory of future complaints^ 
Levison pointed out that their fund raising activities are 
for civil rights and not for peace activities It was his 
feeling that a fraud would be committed if some e^lanation ^ 
was not made to contributors Levison agreed to handle the ^ 
matter himself, thereby relieving King of the responsibilities 
inherent to such a tasl^. 

Levison inquired of King if he had been told about 
a letter which Joem Daves (publishers rei>resentatlve) had 
received from Horman Cousins, the Editor of the "Saturday 
Review 'V pointing out that this publication would not run 
any of King»s articles or any of the SCLC's material, since 
King and his organization had become active in the ant i -war 
demonstrations . Cousins said the name of King and the SCLC 
would be mud within six months, therefore, it would not be 
profitable to run axiy of their articles. King comnented that 
he had sent Andrew Young, the Executive Director of the SCLC, 
to see Cousins to explain the positions of King and the SCLC. 
Levison wanted to know if Cousins changed hisopirion after 
being informed that it was a matter of conscience on King's 
part which had changed his position on the war in Vietnam 
CousinF » position was such that he felt that peace demonstrations 
were "Hate America" forces and that they would end up 
doing more harm than good; that they would bring about a — 
climate that would really call more for escalation than 3- 
de-escalation. Levison was of the opinion that Norman Cousins 
had always been very much in the right wing of the peace 
movement . 

Another matter considered by Levison and King was 
the SCLC's program in Chicago It was Levison who brought 
up what he described as the housing proposition and in that 
regard^ said he had informed Chauncey Eskridge (Chicago attorney 
and advisor to King) that he would contribute $7^500.00 and 
another $1,000.00 toward the e^qpenses incident to the program- 
The expenses^ Levison commented, have already amounted to

over $4,000-00 and he did not see any possibility of 
them decreasing in the future The one thing about the program 
which bothers Levi son is the lack of competence of the people 
who are administering the program Consequently^ he felt 
a very serious responsibility to the business jneifji* of Chicago 
who have put their money in the venture . Levi son advised 
King to explain the rX^lss inherent to these men and to get^ 
their word that they are doing this voluntarily. 

Kingi the source advised, has already contacted 
the men who have a business interest in the Chicago project 
and came away with their support after being told by King 
that their risks were minimized. After learning this, Levison 
was incensed that King had assured them of such a thing. 
He inquired as to whom King had relied upon as his economic 
advisors and after learning that Chauncey Eskridge and Jess _ 
Gill had been consulted, coinmented that neither know anything 
about economics. 

It was King's iji^ression that all the Chicago 
business investors had agreed to stay with the project, and 
had unanimously agreed with the idea of six per cent interest 
But what is actually needed to get the project iinderway, 
according to King, is $25^000.00 to $30,000 00 Levison 
expressed pessimism, but agreed to leave a certain amount 
of money in the project because he Is willing to risk it 
in order to do something constructive.

King wanted to know if Levison would be able to 
attend the forthcoming meeting of the BCIC Board. Levison # 
was not certain that he would since he was away for a coug$.e 
of weeks, during which time his personal business suffered 
considerably . 

The source said that he was also able to ascertain 
that King informed Levison of a meeting which he, King^ had ^ 
attended in Atlanta, Georgia, last week, during which time 
he put on paper the kind of structure the SCLC should have . 
It was King's impression that the iScecutive Staff of the SCLC 
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received his recommendations very enthusiastically In 
elaborating J King mentioned that he was trying to get an 
Executive Director for the Chicago operation and T. Y. Roaprs^^ 
as Director of Affiliates and Joseph Lowery as Executive ? 
Secretary .^yjj^ 

Levi son and King ended their conference with 
Levison's reassurance thatKiig was taking the right stand on 
the Vietnam war. King acknowledged that he would probably / 
get a lot of criticism, but was of the opinion that this

Following their conference with Joan Daves » 
Levi son and King met to«^ether during which time they 
discussed the ir^hole question as to how to approach 
foundations, in light of King's stand on Vietnam. Both 
men at^reed that they might not be able to get the support 
of the foundations, so instead of having to rely on the 
foundations, they should think of other avenues through which 
they could get funds for the SCLC and for King personally. 
Consequently, they decided that a meeting would b'? held in 
New York City on Tuesday, April U, 1967, to discuss this 
^^ natter. Among those who are expected to attend are Harry 
' Jachtel , Chaunce7j4kSkridge ( Chicago attorney ) and Jessi e 
Jackson. -^^(f^i 

It was also repealed that on the same date as the 
New York meeting of April H, 1967, King will attend and 
address a meeting at the Riverside Church, New York, New York, 
the purpose of which will be to neutralize any adverse 
criticism he mi^ht receive for having agreed to participate 
in the march against the war in Vietnam scheduled for 
April 15, 1967, The march in question is the one being 
sponsored by the Spring Mobilization Committee to End the 
'Tar in Vietnam which is to commence in Central Park, New York 
and go to the United Nations. 

The address which King will make on Tuesday night 
at Riverside Church will be attended by students from Union 
Theological Seminary, Columbia University and by people from 
every walk of life. Along with the address. King will make 
a press statenent explaining why he felt the need for taking 
a greater stand against the war and also making it clear if 
that it was his oim decision and did not involve the SCLC. 

In discussing his trip to New York on Tuesday, King 
set the meeting with Levison and other advisors for 10:00 a.m. 
at the New York Hilton Hotel. In this regard, Levison desires 
to make a statement to Wachtel and the others in attendance 
that he has King's permission to hold finance meetings in 
King's absence. It is felt by Levison that "achtel hesitates 
to act in the absence of King which delays Levison in his 
fund raising activities in behalf of the SCLC. 
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V'ith reference to fund raising activities, it was 
learned by the source that Levison wants to draw in some 
volunteers for fund raising and accordinc; to Levison, these 
psople would become members of the Finance Cosunittee. He is 
dissatisfied with the haphazard approach. that has been 
used by the SCLC,
